Formal Opening of the Rooms— 


Good Light and Excellent 


Ventilation. 


The new Pnblio Library Rooms on the 


second floor of Roberts & Greene's hand- 
some block, comer of North Main and 
William streets, were thrown open for 
inspection last night, quite a throng of 
citizens calling to pass judgment on the 
new location. Expressions of approval 
were general, and naturally the library 
board committee on Buildings and 
Grounds, W. J. Quinhn, K Harwood and 
Mrs. Mary E. Haworth, were highly grat- 
ified. The entrance is from the William 
street front by means of a wide stairway 
with two landings, hand rails on each 
eide of the flight for safety 
The mam 


room is 44x82 feet with ceiling 12 feet 
high, the walls and ceiling being finished 
in a light olive tint. In the north corner 
of the space is a small room set apart for 
the business meetings of the Library 
Board and for the use of the Librarian 
There is no new furniture, the old book 
cases and reading desks having been new- 
ly varnished and brightened to look as 
good as new. The book cases are ar- 
ranged on the west side of the room, the 
newspaper desks are on the east side, 
north of the entrance, the reference books 
are m the southeast corner of the room 
In front of the book cases are placed the 
book counter, desk and a low railing, and 
the floor inside is nicely carpeted 
The 


public part of tne room is covered with 
a fine quality of cocoa matting 
There 


are two fireplaces m the large room, one 
on the west side behind the cases and 
one on the south siae tor puul.o ;cs B*- 
sides these comforters for cold weather 
there are two large drum stoves in the 
room so that at no time will the room be 
uncomfortable 
The glorious sunlight 


will stream m through the wide windows 
from the south, west and east sides the 
new arrangement affording the best of 
ventilation

retary, Mrs H. 0. Johns, treasurer, Mrs 
A T Hill, directors, Mrs Jimea Jones, 
now of San Jose Cal, Mrs W T Wells, 
Miss Alice Shellabarger, (now Mrs Dr 
Courtney Hall,) Mrs Rachael Gallagher, 
Mrs S F. Greer, Mrs Mary Jones and 
Mrs J K Mosser, the last three having 
joined the majority in death 
The ^1 


unteer librarians were Miss Ada Powers, 
(now Mrs E D Bartholomew) and Miss 
Josephine Stamper, who had charge of 
the 500 books without pay 
The library 


was first located for three years over 
Hubbard & Sweanngen's drug store cor- 
ner It was removed to the second floor 
over Peake & Son's jewelry store on Mer 
chant street, where it remained for four 
years It was next located on the second 
floor over Schroeder's cigar store. During 
this time the Reading Room feature was 
added to the library, E A Gastman be 
ing the president and R P Lytle, the 
secretary 
Mrs Johns and Mrs Walston 


m one half day raised over 8700 to pur 
chase desks, newspapers and maga/nes 
for the reading room, and mainly thiough 
the enterprise of these pluck) ladies tlit 
start was made to establish the library 
as a public necessity 
Miss Cal Allen 


was placed in charge of the reading room 
The popularity of the institution beoom 
ing general, the ladies proposed to do 
nate the properly to the citv provided it 
would be sustained by appropriations 
under the law of the state 
The propo 


eition was accepted m 1874 and since 
then it has been known ns the Decatnr 
Public Library, of which ill on- people 
are proud 
There were then ]')()0 books 


on the [shelves The late R L Evans 
was the first public librarian i position
